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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The Examiner has carefully considered Applicant's amendment and accompanying remarks 
filed October 24, 2003. All rejections have been overcome by the present amendment and 
accompanying remarks. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 1-3 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the rejections have 
been overcome by the present amendment and accompanying remarks. Furthermore, while 
Harpell et al. (US 5362527) was believed to be the closest prior art, it failed to teach or suggest a 
stabproof and bulletproof panel comprising a front plate consisting of a plurality of aromatic 
polyamide woven fabrics, a felt formed by forcibly inserting the aromatic polyamide fibers or high 
density polyethylene fibers and a shock-absorbing member into a scrim woven in the form of a net 
using aromatic polyamide fibers or high density polyethylene yarn, and a plurality of aromatic 
polyamide woven fabrics, a plurality of high density polyethylene films stacked with one on top of 
another for dispersing impact energy, and a rear plate formed by sewing together a plurality of 
aromatic polyamide woven fabrics for minimizing frictional heat an deformation; and five to twelve 
stabproof panels brought into tight contact with the front surface of said bulletproof panel.
